There’s a bit of controversy 
surrounding the San Jose State 
“Literacy Classic” that even the 
best of intentions cannot stamp 
out. It seems that the San Jose 
State Athletic Department essen- 
tially “sold out” its own band 
when the Grambling football 
team and its band recently came 
marching into town. The Spar- 
tan athletic department yielded 
some of their decision-making 
authority to the outside group 
event. 

In the August 24th edition of 
the Mercury News, sportswriter 
Mark Purdy wrote, “For the 
record, San Jose State’s march- 
ing band did not appear because 
school'has not yet started." But 
in a letter to the Mercury News, 


SJSU band director Scott Pierson 
wrote, “The fact of the matter is 
that I was informed by Univer- 
sity officials in February that the 
Spartan band would not be tak- 
ing part in any on-the-field ac- 
tivities at the Literacy Classic.” 
Director Pierson wrote the 
paper to counter a different news 
article that stated that the Spar- 
tan band had “relinquished” its 
share of halftime to Grambling. 
In a separate letter to the pa- 
per, Spartan band member 
Nahum Reduta remaiked, “1 will 
go as far as to say We were not 
wanted at the gamie by the orga- 
nizers of the Literacy Classic. 
For many, reasons, the Literacy 
Classic did not feel like one to 
me.” 
Band director Pierson de- 
clined to comment further on this

Aunque se quiso eliminar el carácter politico del acto, alli es- 
tuvieron personalidades como el alcalde de la ciudad Michael 
Bloomberg, su predecesor Rudolph Giuliani. el Gobernador de 
Nueva York, George Pataki, y la senadora Hillary Clinton 

“Tenemos que mirar al futuro- dijo el alcalde Bloomberg- y 
será el espíritu de los niños a través de los cuales respirará la ciudad 
de Nueva York”. 

También los niños, miembros del Coro de Brooklyn, fueron 
los encargados de abrir y cerrar la ceremonia. que se desarrolló 
durante casi tres horas en las 6,5 hectáreas que ocupaban las Torres 
Gemelas, en el Bajo Manhattan. en un día despejado y muy 
soleado. 

La lectura de los nombres fue interrumpida en cuatro 
ocasiones, a las 08.46 (12.46 GMT) + 09.03 (13.03 GMT) hora 
local, coincidiendo con la colisión de los dos aviones comerciales 
secuestrados, y a las 09.59 (13.59 GMT) y 10.29 horas (14.29 
GMT), cuando se derrumbaron las Torres Gemelas.

Immigrant Workers Freedom Países en desarrollo se oponen a 


Ride “La voz de los sin voz”

The goals of the now historic freedom riders of 
the Civil Rights Movement in the early Sixties are 
most remembered in the climactic speech “I had a 
dream,” by Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. That speech 
has inspired a new movement for human rights and 
civil liberties, only this time the busses are filled 
with America's immigrant workers who are in 
search of legalization and many of the same civil 
liberties and rights. 

Bus loads of immigrant supporters will be 
leaving from nine major cities — Seattle, Portland, 
San Jose, Los Angeles, Las Vegas, Houston, Miami, 
Boston, Chicago and Minneapolis —to cross the 
country, gathering additional allies and staging 
rallies in over 50 cities along the way. They will 
hold meetings with members of Congress on 
October 1st and 2nd and then converge at Flushing 
Meadows Park in Queens, New York on October 
4th for a mass rally. 

The Immigrant Workers Freedom Ride seeks 
to unveil civil rights injustices and to highlight 
legalization issues for immigrant workers who live 
and pay taxes in the United States, to find solutions 
for family reunification, and to protect workers 
rights on the jobsite regardless of legal status. 

Look and you will see 

As long as current laws continue to avoid 
addressing the essential economic need for im- 
migrant labor, workplace abuses of undocumented 
employees have little recourse for remedy. 

Undocumented workers remain virtually 
invisible from the political landscape and conse- 
quently suffer similar injustices as Afro-Americans 
did before Americans were forced to include them 
under the legal protection of legislative solutions. 

Undocumented workers play an important role 
in making California’s economy the fifth largest in

Setenta países en desarrollo ex- 
presaron el jueves su Oposición a 
lanzar negociaciones sobre inver- 
siones y otros nuevos temas en la 
reunión ministerial de la Organi- 
zación Mundial del Comercio 
(OMC) en Cancún. 

La ministra de Comercio 
Internacional e Industria de 
Malasia, Rafidah Aziz, rodeada de 
una decena de colegas de países del 
grupo. entre ellos el venezolano 
Ramón Rosales y el indio Arun 
Jaitley, defendió la unidad de 
intereses del grupo y señaló que 
todavía “no hay consenso explícito 
para comenzar las negociaciones 
de Cancún”. 

Aziz recordó que a la V Con- 
ferencia Ministerial de Cancún se 
llegó con el compromiso de lanzar 
las negociaciones sólo si había 


“consenso explícito”, para crear un 
marco multilateral que regule las 
inversiones, la competencia. la 
contratación pública y los mecanis- 
mos de facilitación aduanera. los 
cuatro “temas de Singapur”. 

Para los países en desarrollo 
estos asuntos “son muy técnicos y 
complejos y algunos de ellos no 
están demasiado relacionados con 
el comercio”, indicaron en una 
nota. 

Aziz explicó que la opinión 
general de los setenta países en vías 
de desarrollo representados por el 
grupo es “no vincularlos” a las ne- 
gociaciones en otros sectores como 
la agricultura o los servicios, por 
lo que han optado por “continuar 
con el proceso de clarificación”. 

La ministra criticó que mien- 
tras en agricultura las negocia- 
ciones comenzaron en 1987 y 


negociar nuevos temas en Cancún 


todavía no se ha llegado a avances 
que beneficien a los países en 
desarrollo. ahora se quiera comen- 
zar con las de los nuevos temas, 
siete años después de haber 
sometido a debate estos asuntos. 

La rotunda negativa, contraria 
al interés de la Unión Europea y 
Japón entre otros países que re- 
claman el lanzamiento aquí de esas 
negociaciones, dificulta la tarea del 
ministro canadiense Pierre Petti- 
grew. encargado de aproximar pos- 
turas durante esta reunión. 


“Ahora somos más sabios”, 


recalcó la ministra Aziz, en alusión 
a la unidad que presentan los países 
en desarrollo, que a su juicio antes 
“miraban la agenda que se les daba 
y no sabían qué decir”. 

La ministra descartó que apla-

“No on Prop 54”

With the October 7th Special 
Election less than one month away 
and practically in a dead heat ac- 
cording to the latest field poll; Lt. 
Governor Cruz Bustamante has 
dropped the “No on Recall” part 
of his campaign and begun concen- 
trating his resources on promoting 
his candidacy for Governor. 

“The Governor has sufficient 
funds for that part,’ Bustamante re- 
sponds, after announcing to a criti- 
cal press that he will be forward- 
ing $3.8 million in controversial 
donations his campaign received 
from American Indian tribes to the 
“No on Prop 54” movement. 

Proposition 54 is being called 
the Racial Privacy Initiative, and 
would entirely block the collection 
of voluntarily disclosed ethnic or 
nationality statistics by all public 
entities without exception; includ- 
ing hospitals, city and county gov- 
ernments, educational institutions, 
and enforcement agencies, among 
others. 

Changes in these statistics are 
monitored to evaluate the effec- 
tiveness of programs and policies 
such as infectious disease-preven- 
tion campaigns, medical research 
funding, and fair-housing policies. 

Bustamante visits Silicon 
Valley 

In the middle of a whirlwind 
agenda, the Lt. Governor was the 
keynote speaker at the Hispanic 
National Bar Association Conven- 
tion, held at the Fairmont Hotel on 
September 6th. In addition to hold- 
ing a press conference, Bustamante 
held a meeting with a coalition of 
labor union: leaders, addressed a 
crowd at an Asian festival, and at- 
tended two fundraising receptions 
at the Mexican Heritage Plaza rais- 


Gubernatorial candidate Sen. Tom McClintock is among the group of Re-

ing nearly $50.000 for his cam- 
paign. 

At that afternoon “No on 
Prop. 54” rally, Bustamante joined 
a large bipartisan group of public 
officials and labor leadership on 
stage: including Congresswoman 
Zoe Lofgren, Assemblyman 
Manny Diaz, Assemblywoman 
Liz Figueroa. San Jose Mayor Ron 
Gonzales and several other county 
elected officials including Latino 
councilwomen Nora Campos and 
Cindy Chavez. 

Bustamante ts concerned that 
the passing of Prop 54 would 
mean a return to racial profiling 
and discriminatory practices. His 
announcement to transfer the con- 
troversial donations to this cause 
comes at the beginning of the ab- 
sentee voting in the recall election. 
Absentee voters, who are more In- 
clined to cast a ballot than other 
Voters, are expected to account for 


up to a third of the voters in the 


election. 

Current standing in the 
polls 

Early this week, former base- 
ball commissioner and business 
man Peter Ueberroth (R), who had 
managed to show in the polls with 
5 percent, announced his with- 
drawal from the race. 

Bustamante has opened a 
small lead over political-novice 
Schwarzenegger in spite of the re- 
moval of two key Republican can- 
didates. Simon and Ueberroth ¿and 
the expectation is that these votes 
would go to other Republicans in 
the race. 

In third place in the recall 
election is state Sen. Tom 
McClintock from Northridge, 
considered the leading conserva- 
tive with 13 percent: followed by 
columnist Artanawaddublimgton 
with 3 percent, and, Green Party 
candidate Peter Camejo with 2 
percent.s2

Space Technology 6 will test a new, very small and energy-efficient kind of 
reference system that will keep the spacecraft on course. 


ing in the right direction. If the 
spacecraft suffers a malfunction, 
it can correct its direction after- 
ward with help from Compass. 
Compass is very small and 
light. That's good for something 
flying through space. The tiny 
camera takes pictures of the stars. 


t 


By comparing the picture with star 
maps, Compass can figure out 
which direction it’s looking. Every 
few seconds, the camera sends this 
information to the gyroscopes to 
improve their accuracy. They keep 
the spacecraft stable and pointing 
the right way. Putting the camera 
and gyroscopes together in such a 
small device is a big deal. It con- 
serves space and energy. 

Compass is a part of The New 
Millennium Program’s Space 
Technology 6 (ST6) project. One 
of the goals of ST6 is to create new 
technology that’s not very expen- 
sive and is easy to use. A mini sys- 
tem like Compass would be help- 
ful when building new satellites 
and spacecraft.

In the past several years bilin- 
gual education has been virtually 
eliminated in California, Arizona, 
and Massachusetts through initia- 
tives sponsored by California soft- 
ware entrepreneur Ron Unz. 

In Colorado, however, Unz 
suffered his first defeat as voters 
retained bilingual education. Was 
that the beginning of the end for 
banning bilingual education? 

It's probably too early for bi- 
lingual education proponents to 
claim that they lost some battles 
but are eventually going to win the 
war. Yet, a number of recent de- 
velopments augur well for bilin- 
gual education. 

A recent Gallup poll found that 
58% of Americans support bilin- 
gual education, defined as using 
the native language of non-En- 
glish-speaking students for several 
years until they learn English. 

The numbers of those support- 
ing bilingual education are very 
close to those who rejected Unz's 
initiative in Colorado. 

A closer analysis of the poll 
reveals some things which were 
expected and some which were a 
surprise. 

The highest support for bilin- 
gual education came from those in 
the 18-to-29 age group, 75% of 
whom support bilingual education. 

This was even higher than 
Latinos' support, a group which can 
be more directly affected by bilin- 
gual education. Seventy-two per 
cent of Latinos support bilingual 


Another surprising figure 
came from African Americans. 
Seventy-three per cent of them 
support bilingual education, 
slightly higher than Latinos. Afri- 
can Americans are not affected sig- 
nificantly by bilingual education, 
yet it may be that, just like in Colo- 
rado, they see bilingual education 
as part of civil rights. 

Bilingual education received 
the support of fifty-three percent 
of white Americans. This is barely 
a majority since the survey has a 
margin of error of plus or minus 
three points. 

Political party affiliation also 
affected the results. Predictably 
Democrats support it more than 
Republicans (69 % Vs. 46 %). 

The weakest margin of support 
came from those 65 or older. Only 
44% support bilingual education. 

This is a marked contrast with 
the younger generation. It may well 
be that the younger group is more 
likely to have had significant con- 
tacts with minorities in school and 
also at the job site. The difference 
augurs well not simply for Latinos 
but also for the relationship with 
white Americans. 

Other developments in states 
where bilingual education has been 
under attack should make bilingual 
education supporters smile. 

In New York City, Mayor 
Michael R. Bloomberg recently 
“realized” his mistake in not sup- 
porting bilingual education while 
he was running for office. His ad- 
ministration just committed $20 
million to bilingual education. In 
the new mayor's program, instruc- 
tion of foreign-born kids would be 
60% in the students' native lan- 
guage and 40% in English, with the 


to exempt “two-way” or “dual-lan- 
guage” education programs from 
the new law. The override will not 
simply maintain “two-way” bilin- 
gual programs but will allow their 
expansion. 


Although research confirms | 


the value of bilingual education as 
an effective methodology for the 
instruction of immigrant kids, dual 
language programs are just as ef- 
fective if not more so. 

Typical dual-language schools 


include half the class of native-En- | 
glish speakers and the other half 


speakers of Spanish or another for- 
eign language. Half the day's les- 
son are conducted in one language 
and the other half in the other. Kids 
learn from teachers but they also 


learn from each other. The dual- | 


language programs are popular 
with immigrant and middle-class 
American families who see the ad- 
vantage of bilingualism for their 
kids. The programs are so popular 
that waiting lists are very common. 


It was primarily the likelihood | 
that dual-language programs were | 
going to be eliminated in Colorado | 
which pushed state voters to turn | 


down the initiative to ban bilingual 
education. Colorado voters pre- 
served bilingual education for im- 
migrant kids but they also kept the 


door open for all the state kids to | 


become bilingual. The recent 
Gallup poll may suggest that all 
Americans are beginning to see the 


value of bilingualism for all of our | 


Kids.

Juez admite demandas de familias contra aerolíneas por ataques 


Nueva York, (EFE).- Un juez 


federal admitió el martes a trámite 
las demandas presentadas por 
familias de víctimas de los aten- 
tados del 11 de septiembre de 2001 
en EE.UU. contra aerolíneas, el 
fabricante de aviones Boeing y los 
propietarios del terreno donde se 
ubicaba el World Trade Center. 
Las aerolíneas estiman que no 
deberían ser consideradas respon- 
sables de lo ocurrido dado que fue 
un ataque sin precedentes y que 
cumplieron las medidas de seguri- 
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dad del gobierno federal. 

Sin embargo, el juez federal 
de Nueva York Alvin Hellerstein 
estimó que los atentados eran un 
“riesgo previsible” ante el que las 
compañías deberían haberse 
protegido. 

“Aunque puede ser verdad 
que los terroristas nunca habían 
llevado con anterioridad aviones 
contra edificios deliberadamente, 
las aerolíneas podían prever ra- 
zonablemente” que accidentes que 
causaran la muerte y destrucción 
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en tierra eran peligros potenciales 
si secuestradores tomaban el con- 
trol del avión, según el magistrado. 

La sentencia del juez está re- 
lacionada con las demandas pre- 
sentadas por 70 personas heridas o 
que representan a fallecidos y diez 
empresas que sufrieron daños 
materiales en los ataques que 
causaron la muerte de más de 3.000 
personas en Nueva York, Washing- 
ton y Pensilvania. 

Las demandas están dirigidas 
contra American Airlines, United 
Airlines, Boeing y la Autoridad 
Portuaria de Nueva York y Nueva 
Jersey, quienes alegaron que no 
hubo negligencia de su parte que 
fuera causa de la tragedia. 

Sin embargo, el juez desesti- 
mó argumentos de los demanda- 
dos, entre ellos el de Boeing, que 
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considera que el hecho de que los 
terroristas tomaran el control exi- 
me a la compañía de toda respon- 
sabilidad. 

Los demandantes afirman que 
la puerta de la cabina de los pilotos 
debería haber sido diseñada para 
prevenir que los terroristas pu- 
dieran entrar. 

La sentencia era esperada por 
numerosas familias que deben

El 22 de diciembre es la fecha 
límite para solicitar una compen- 
sación del fondo, destinado a 
familiares de fallecidos y heridos 
en los atentados contra las torres 
gemelas, el Pentágono y en el avión 
que se estrelló en una zona rural 
de Pensilvania.

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Business entities that can 
limit liability and reduce taxes

Do you like the sound of “Inc.” 
or “ELE. behind. “your 
company’s name? Many business 
owners do, but euphony ts not the 
only reason to do business as a cor- 
poration, limited hiability company, 
or other entity. In this column, we 
review some of these forms. 

The best-Known ways of do- 
me business are sole proprietor- 
ships. partnerships and corpora- 
HONS. 

Others include limited labil- 
ity companies, professional corpo- 
rations, limited lability partner- 
ships and limited partnerships. 
Here we won't discuss professional 
corporations and limited lability 
partnerships, because the lawyers, 
architects, doctors and accountants 
who can use them can pay tor the 
advice. 

Imagine your name is Sandy 
and you set up a lemonade stand. 
Whether you call it "Sandy's Lem- 
onade.” “The World's Best Lem- 
onade.” or anything in between, 
you're doing business as a sole pro- 
prietor = as a person in business for, 
and by, yourself. Now imagine that 
you need help and agree to split 
your profits 50/50 with your sib- 
ling Chris, in exchange for her help 
manning the stand and making the 
lemonade. 

Now you're ina partnership. 
While you probably need to satisfy 
some bureaucratic requirements — 
such as filing a fictitious business 
name statement and obtaining a 
business license ~ essentially that’s 
all there is to starting your sole pro- 
prietorship or partnership. 

While simplicity recommends 
sole proprietorships and partner- 
ships.if anything goes wrong you 
- and your partner. if you have one 
- will be left on the hook. In le- 
galese, this means vou will be per- 
sonally hable. 

Let's return to our example to 


illustrate this. Suppose that an old, 
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bearded man buys a glass of your 
lemonade, gets sick, sues you in 
small claims court, and wins a 
$200 award. And suppose that 
you've only made $100 in your 
business, but have another $100 
from your personal allowance in 
your savings account. Because the 
bearded old man ts legally entitled 
to $200, you will be wiped out — 
even though the money in your 
savings account is completely un- 
related to your poisonous lemon- 
ade. 

Corporations and limited li- 
ability companies promote eco- 
nomic activity by limiting the li- 
ability of their owners. freeing 
them to invest their money and 
participate in more ventures. They 
separate owners” individual assests 
from their business assets. Thus, if 
you had incorporated your lemon- 
ade stand — Sandy's Lemonade, 
Inc. — your hability to the old man 
would have been limited to your 
company’s capital (here $100. not 
including your lemons). 

So even though his judgment 
against you was for $200, he could 
only collect $100 from you. Is this 
fair to Mr. Graybeard? Generally 
itis, because if limited lability 
business entities fail to meet cer- 
tain conditions that protect credi- 
tors, their “corporate veil” will be 
pierced — courts will ignore the 
business entity and hold the own- 


ers personally hable. 

In addition to limiting liabil- 
ity, transforming your business into 
an entity like a corporation may 
have tax advantages. This ts so be- 
cause even if your earnings as a 
sole proprietorship are what they 
would be as a corporation, as a 
corporation you may be able to 
write more things off. That reduces 
your taxable income. 

For instance, a corporation 
may be able to set up a generous 
fringe benefits package for its em- 
ployees, including payment of 
medical insurance, reimbursement 
of all medical expenses, and a com- 
pany car. It may then be able to 
write these off as business ex- 
penses. In contrast, sole proprietors 
may not be able to deduct these 
costs, or to deduct them in their en- 
tirety. 

If this information piques your 
interest and you wish to find out if 
your business would benefit from 
incorporating or registering as a 
limited hability company or other 
type of entity, you should consult 
with an attorney and with an ac- 
countant or CPA.

Aunque suene un poco a cien- 
cia ficción, no es nada difícil y us- 
ted puede experimentar con la ela- 
boración de una cocina solar. De 
entre varios modelos existentes en 
el mercado, elegimos uno de los 
más asombrosos, dada su simpleza 
y eficacia. 

Existen dos sistemas de co- 
cinas solares: los basados en el 
principio de acumulación y aque- 
llos que se basan en el de concen- 
tración. 

El primero se fundamenta en 
un recinto aislado térmicamente 
por todas partes, menos por la cara 
orientada hacia el sol cubierta con 
un material transparente a la ra- 
diación solar. 

Por lo general, se suele utilizar 
vidrio o plástico. La energía radian- 
te del sol, entra en el recipiente acu- 
mulándose de manera que provo- 
que un efecto invernadero. Con 
estas condiciones se coloca el 
recipiente en el que se va a cocinar 
dentro. 

En el segundo caso, el del 
sistema de concentración, por lo 
general se hace utilizando una 
parabólica. El efecto intercepta 
también la energía radiante solar 
Nevdndola a su zona focal. Las 
cocinas parabólicas concentran el 
calor en un punto, permitiendo 
generar temperaturas suficientes 
como para freír, asar, hervir, etc. 

Esta cocina es útil, durante los 
días con sol. Pero recuerde poner 
la comida en ollas con tapas negras 
y Oscuras.<2

El virus emigra a las 
glándulas salivares del mosquito, 
el cual, al picar a un animal o per- 
sona, le inyecta saliva infectando 
así a la víctima. 

Los principales portadores de 
este virus son pájaros silvestres, 
especialmente los cuervos, arren- 
dajos y urracas, pero los caballos 
también son vulnerables. Al igual 
que en los seres humanos, la ma- 
yoría de las víctimas equinas no 
desarrollan la enfermedad; sólo un 
25 por ciento presenta síntomas, 
los cuales incluyen ataxia, tropie- 
zos, falta de coordinación, debili- 
dad en las extremidades, espasmos 
musculares y parálisis. De los 
caballos que presentan síntomas, 
entre 20 a 40 por ciento mueren. 

En las personas que desarro- 
llan infección por el virus del Nilo 
Occidental, pueden pasar de 5a 15 
días desde la picadura del mosquito 
hasta que presenten síntomas. Las 
infecciones leves suelen durar de 
3 a 6 días. Las personas de edad 
avanzada y las personas inmuno- 
comprometidas tienen un mayor 
riesgo de enfermarse. Los niños no 
son particularmente vulnerables. 

Revise su propiedad para ase- 
gurarse de no tener agua estancada 
en llantas viejas, macetas vacías, 
cubos, latas, carretillas, etc. Los 
mosquitos pueden reproducirse en 
agua que permanezca acumulada 
por más de cuatro días. 

Limpie con frecuencia las 
fuentes o bebederos para pájaros y 
los recipientes para el agua de mas- 
cotas y animales domésticos. Lim- 
pie también las canaletas del techo; 
quite las hojas y escombros que 
puedan obstruir el desagiie adecua- 
do del agua de lluvia.
